New report urges council to transform four busy city intersections into roundabouts

Four aging intersections in 
the HRM could be turned 
into roundabouts. 

Tomorrow, council will 
examine a new report that 
shows roundabouts are 
safer and faster than stan¬ 
dard intersections. 

In fact. Transport Canada 
is urging all mimicipalities 
to consider roundabouts 
where appropriate, and the 
province has plans to build 
16 ofthemin2010. 

While roundabouts are 
safer and faster for drivers, 
Halifax North End Coun. 
Jerry Blumenthal said he’s

worried about pedestrians. 

“The pedestrian right-of- 
ways are a little to the left 
or the right of the round¬ 
about, but I still worry 
about the pedestrian traffic 
and that’s what scares me 
about these,” said Blumen¬ 
thal about a proposed 
roundabout in his district 


• North Park Street, Cogswell 
Street, Trollope Street, Ahern 
Avenue and Rainnie Drive. 

• Cunard Street, North Park 
Street and Agricola Street. 

• Devonshire Avenue at Duf- 
fus Street and Novalea Drive.

“I’ve not closed my mind 
on it, but I want to make 
sure this isn’t going to be 
the first one because 
there’s no need here com¬ 
pared to Robie Street and 
others with the amount of 


traffic.” 

Roundabouts are seen to 
be safer for drivers because 
motorists drive more slow¬ 
ly and make simpler deci¬ 
sions. There is also a lower 
risk of head-on collisions 
because of a reduced right 
angle. 

And since cars are mov¬ 
ing instead of idling, there 
is also an environmental 
benefit to roundabouts, ac¬ 
cording to the study. 

Authors of the report cal¬ 
culated commuters travel¬ 
ling through the Willow 
Tree intersection in down¬ 
town Halifax would save 
four and a half minutes in 
the afternoon rush hour if 
it were converted to a 


roundabout. That would 
save 20 hours a year. 

Blumenthal said he’s not 
so concerned with saving 
drivers some time, but he’s 
worried about the seniors, 
students and young chil¬ 
dren in his riding who 
cross that intersection reg¬ 
ularly. 

Plus, it’s a money issue. It 
would cost around 
$350,000 to fix up the inter¬ 
section as it is, but $1 mil¬ 
lion to convert it into a 
roundabout. 

“To make a roundabout 
for $1 million in a time 
when we’re $30 million in 
the hole, they say later on it 
will pay for itself but I don’t 
know,” Blumenthal said.

Cleanup continues 

More changes proposed to fix expense system

The Nova Scotia 
government introduced a 
bill and draft regulations 
Friday aimed at cleaning 
up lax rules and limited 
oversight that contributed 
to an embarrassing spend¬ 
ing scandal within the 
provincial legislature. 

Tlie proposed changes 
come three months after 
the province’s auditor gen¬ 
eral released a bombshell 
review that revealed inap¬ 
propriate and excessive 
spending, including the 
purchase of custom-made 
furniture, big-screen TVs, 
cameras, a model boat, pa¬ 
tio furniture, a video 
game, electric generators 
and a $738 espresso maker. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
said the new regulations 
will provide accountability 
and transparency. 

“There was a system of 
neglect that had been in 
place for a long, long peri¬ 
od of time,” he said. 

“I look at this as an op¬ 
portunity to fix a system 
that was broken.” 

Under the proposed 
changes, members of the 
house would be personally 
liable for any overpay¬ 
ments, and the documen¬ 
tation process would re¬ 
quire invoices and proof of 
pa 5 nnent before expenses 
are reimbursed. 

As well, a policies and 
procedures manual on ex¬ 
penses would be written. 

The proposed rules say 
members of the legislature 
would be required to pre¬ 
pare monthly expense re¬ 
ports and post their ex¬ 


penses online twice a year, 
a practice adopted in New¬ 
foundland and Labrador af¬ 
ter a similar spending 
scandal led to a revision of 
the rules. 

The Nova Scotia expense 
records posted online 
would be maintained for 
five years. 

Many of the rules in the 
draft regulations provide 
explicit instructions on 
proper record keeping and 
setting up a constituency 
office. There are also de¬ 
tailed rules on what each 
member’s constituency al¬ 
lowance can be used for. 

Under the existing sys¬ 
tem, the allowances were 


used to cover a wide vari¬ 
ety of expenses with virtu¬ 
ally no oversight. 

Dexter said the goal is to 
restore “credibility and 
faith” in the legislature. 

Among other things, the 
rules will be tightened on 
the use of public resources 
for partisan gain. Members 
of the legislature, for ex¬ 
ample, won’t be able to 
put their party’s logo on 
their business cards. 

And they won’t be able 
to use discretionaiy funds 
to directly support local 
groups, such as minor 
hockey teams, or make do¬ 
nations to various causes.

Be cautious on biomass, says panel 


The Nova Scotia 
government should be 
careful in using biomass 
for power generation, an 
expert panel said Friday, 
warning the province’s al¬ 
ready stressed forests 
can’t handle more 
pressure from the hungry 
energy sector. 

The clear position could 
make it more difficult for 
Premier Darrell Dexter to 
fulfill his pledge to pro¬ 
duce 40 per cent of Nova 


Scotia’s electricity from re¬ 
newable resources, like 
biomass, by 2020. 

Allan Shaw, one of three 
members of the arms- 
length panel, said there is 
the risk that the province 
will deplete already taxed 
forests as it tries to ease its 
reliance on coal and other 
polluting energy sources. 

“We veiy much encour¬ 
age a veiy cautionaiy ap¬ 
proach, a very slow ap¬ 
proach and one that will 


allow the government to 
look at what is happening 
to the forests before fur¬ 
ther commitments are 
made,” he told reporters at 
the release of the report ti¬ 
tled A Natural Balance. 

The document suggests 
the government should in¬ 
stead look to other sustain¬ 
able methods to generate 
power as it tries to reduce 
greenhouse gases and 
come up with new energy 
sources. The recommenda¬ 


tions come just weeks after 
the NDP government 
pledged to expand the 
province’s green energy 
sector and get at least 25 
per cent of its electricity 
from renewable sources by 
2015. It’s an ambitious 
goal since only 11 per cent 
of its electricity comes 
from renewable sources to¬ 
day. Dexter has said much 
of that should come from 
wind power, but it will in¬ 
clude forestry biomass.

which involves the burn¬ 
ing of wood waste and 
wood products. 

Natural Resources Minis¬ 
ter John MacDonell reiter¬ 
ated Friday that biomass 
will be part of the 10-year

“I don’t see any environ¬ 
mental advantage to cut¬ 
ting our carbon emissions, 
but turning the province 
into a moonscape by cut¬ 
ting all the trees and burn¬ 
ing them,” he said. 

“The question is how 
much can you reasonably 
do that’s sustainable over 
the long period.”

Ac¬ 
cording to the Ontario Col¬ 
lege of Teachers, there were 
about 12,200 new teachers 
in the province in 2009, but 
only about 5,000 positions. 

“What you can see, fairly 


quickly, is you have twice 
as many teachers as you do 
job opportunities and that 
has been going on for a 
number of years now,” said 
Frank McIntyre, a re¬ 
searcher for the college, 
who added the gap has 
been accelerating since 
2005. 

“We’re getting a backlog 
of qualified teachers who 
are not able to get teach- 
ingjobs.” 

This has left teachers des¬ 
perate, so they’ve decided 
to cast their net wide. 

“You feel really helpless,” 
said the teacher. “I thought, 
why not try this option. It 
was kind of out of despera¬ 
tion ... not that I think it 
will work for sure, but it’s 
to have another option.”

Premier aims 
for third term 

Williams side-steps pitfalls 


He's prone to flashes of 
temper and personal 
attacks, but Danny 
Williams says he still likes 
being Canada's most pop¬ 
ular premier and wants a 
third term. 

“I feel stronger, better 
than I ever did before,” the 
Newfoundland and Labra¬ 
dor leader said last week. 

“I know we’ve got a lot 
of issues in the province, 
but that’s what the job is 
all about. And, you know, I 
enjoy that. 

“We’re 18 months from 
an election and we’ll be 
good and ready,” he said of 
the fixed dated vote 
planned for Oct. 11, 2011. 

Questions were raised 
about the premier’s de¬ 
meanour after some espe¬ 
cially nasty public tussles. 

He is also recovering 
from heart valve surgeiy in 
Febmaiy — a procedure 
that sparked a medicare up¬ 
roar because he chose to 
have it done in Florida. In 
recent weeks and days, 
Williams has made head¬ 
lines for rhetorical attacks 
on doctors, a Quebec judge 
and a furious exchange in 
the legislature with NDP 
Leader Lorraine Michael. 

Williams erupted last 
month under pointed 
questioning from Michael, 
a diminutive former nun. 
She asked when the pre¬ 
mier would stop “grand- 


standing” and reach a deal 
with doctors ensnared in 
protracted, increasingly 
bitter contract talks with 
the province. 

“This is about getting an 
agreement and bringing 
good health care to the 
people of the province — 
not plajdng cheap, dirty 
politics like you do,” 
Williams yelled across the 
house of assembly. 

But some political watch¬ 
ers wonder about the demo¬ 
cratic toll of a premier who 
rules so absolutely. There 
are 43 Progressive Conser¬ 
vatives, four Liberals and 
one New Democrat in one 
of the most uneven legisla¬ 
tures in the countiy. “The 
reality is that a friendly dic¬ 
tatorship definitely applies 
in this case,” said Alex Mar- 
land, a political scientist at 
Memorial University.

Fish bait exciting sights for Vancouverites

SEA LIFE Vancouverites may 
want to thank a school of 
fertile herring for the rare 
chance to see Pacific 
white-sided dolphins and 
grey whales in the waters 
near the city recently, ac¬ 
cording to a scientist with 
the Vancouver Aquarium. 

Lance Barrett-Lennard, 
head of the whale and dol¬ 
phin research program, 
said while it’s not uncom¬ 
mon to see these animals 
off the coast, they don’t 
tend to venture so close to 
the city. 


On May 6, hundreds of 
dolphins were spotted 
swimming around Lion’s 
Bay. The previous day, a 
grey whale was seen in 
False Creek. 

“ft could be a coinci¬ 
dence,” Barrett-Lennard 
said, “ft could, however, be 
(because) there has been a 
good herring spawn this 
year in Howe Sound and 
False Creek.” 

Grey whales and dol¬ 
phins, he said, are very 
“motivated” by herring, 
which have a high caloric 
count. 

The whales — which eat 
herring eggs — may be es¬ 
pecially hungry, Barrett- 


Lennard added, since 
they’re migrating to Alas¬ 
ka from Mexico where 
they have been fasting for 
months. 

“The ones that are stop¬ 
ping to feed may well be 
the ones who don’t have 
enough fat as they need to 
get up to Alaska.” 

The presence of the dol¬ 
phins is interesting, said 
Barrett-Lennard, because 
they tend to live out in the 
deeper ocean. 

“Over the past few years 
we’ve seen a group of about 
70 or 80 around Powell Riv¬ 
er and Nanaimo. We’ve 
never seen 150 and never 
in Howe Sound,” he said.

Nowhere 
for injured 
to turn 

HEALTH CARE After rebuilding 
his life following a severe 
brain injuiy Jason Gaudet 
now longs for a job and his 
own home — if only there 
was a place he could go. 

Gaudet, 28, a powerfully 
built former infantiyman, 
has progressed in the past 
two years from the car 
crash that left him in a co¬ 
ma, through physical reha¬ 
bilitation, to the point 
where his greatest hurdle is 
now short-term memoiy 
lapses. Living with his par¬ 
ents in Kingston, N.S., he’s 
been on a waiting list since 
Febmaiy to get into the 
Flowercart, a vocational 
centre 30 minutes away 
that assists adults with 
vaiying forms of mental 
disabilities or brain 
injuries. 

“They help people like 
me get back into the work¬ 
force. I want to live on my 
own some day and I want 
to be independent,” said 
Gaudet. “ft seems like I’m 
on a waiting list for eveiy- 
thing, pretty much.” 

He turns to his mother 
Holly Hearn on the day be¬ 
fore Mother’s Day, wrap¬ 
ping his powerful arms 
around her small frame. 

“I just want to say thank 
you,” he said. 

Shortages of programs, 
lengthy waiting hsts or sim¬ 
ply no programs at all for 
those with acquired brain 
injuries are the norm in 
most areas of the country, 
according to Shirley John¬ 
son, president of the Brain 
Injuiy Association of Cana¬ 
da. And adults with 
acquired brain injuries of¬ 
ten find friends and peers 
have disappeared, leaving 
them reliant on parents 
and siblings. 

“Years ago, people would¬ 
n’t have survived these in¬ 
juries. The medical system 
has progressed to the point 
where they can save these 
people’s lives. But, once 
they’re released from acute 
care there aren’t sufficient 
services,” said Johnson. 

Leo Glavine, the Liberal 
MIA for the Annapolis Val¬ 
ley riding where Gaudet 
lives, said he’s had three 
adults with brain injuries 
come to his office in recent 
months, asking if he could 
help them enter adult 
workshops or other 
programs. 

He brought the issue up 
before a legislature 
committee last week where 
he was told there are 240 
adults with disabilities 
waiting to get into centres 
like the Flowercart. He 
added the province is hav¬ 
ing discussions with the 
centres, but there’s no firm

Blasts trap miners 

Rescuers scrambling to free workers in Russia

Rescue workers scrambled 
to save 83 people trapped 
in Russia's largest 
underground coal mine 
after two explosions killed 
at least 12 people and 
injured dozens more, 
officials said. Among 
those still trapped were 
rescue workers who had 
entered the Siberian mine 
after the first blast. 

A high level of methane 
gas after yesterday’s sec¬ 
ond, more powerftil blast 
raised fears of further ex¬ 
plosions and prevented 
more rescuers from going 
into the mine for the rest 
of the day. 

The first rescue team was 
sent down early today to 
try to bring out five miners 
whose location had been 
established, said Valery Ko¬ 
rchagin, a spokesman for 


the Emergency Ministry. It 
was not clear, however, 
whether the miners were 
still alive, he said. 

The second explosion de¬ 
stroyed the main air shaft 
and all of the mine’s 
above-ground structures, 
the governor of the Siber¬ 
ian region of Kemerovo 
told Prime Minister 
Vladimir Putin during a 
meeting with emergency 
officials, according to a 
government transcript. 

By late yesterday, it was 
still too dangerous to enter 
the mine because of high 
levels of methane gas, said 
Emergency Minister Sergei 


Shoigu, who flew to the 
scene from Moscow to take 
charge of the operation. 
“Now we have to do eveiy- 
thing possible to avoid a 
third explosion,” the state 
news agency RIA Novosti 
quoted him as telling min¬ 
ers’ families. 

“It’s clear the situation is 
difficult,” Putin said. “We 
could even say very diffi¬ 
cult, tragic. Dozens of peo¬ 
ple remain in the mine ... 
Their fate is unknown. 
And the saddest thing is 
that additional rescuers 
cannot be sent into the 
mine right away.”

f you are thinking of get¬ 
ting the bicycle out, 
here are a few tips. 

After many years of rid¬ 
ing all year long I highly 
recommend fenders. There 
is nothing like walking in¬ 


to a meeting with a line of 
muck down your back. On 
that same note, wearing a 
backpack during the sum¬ 
mer makes that white 
dress shirt see-through. I 
have switched to panniers 
(bike bags) that hang from 
a rack affixed to the back 
of the bike. Good ones are 
waterproof and you can 
cariy a lot of things. 

Last week I was a mov¬ 
ing garden with two bags 
of soil in each pannier 
topped off with four pot¬ 
ted plants. It worked fine. 


What didn’t work fine was 
when I tried to drive my 
bike with two 12-foot long 
pieces of lumber. Lot’s of 
looks. 

Have some rain gear on 
hand. At the office I have a 
rain jacket and pants. 
Why? Because in Nova Sco¬ 
tia, with four seasons in 
one day, it’s good to be pre¬ 
pared. Last month, I jeal¬ 
ously saw someone wear¬ 
ing rain booties as I was 
hit with golf-ball size rain 
pellets that oozed through 
my sneakers. 


On the topic of clothing, 
I went in to a store recent¬ 
ly to purchase some gloves 
as I forgot mine in the 
middle of a ride and my 
hands looked like blue 
zombie claws. They said 
they were packed up for 
the season. Likely a deci¬ 
sion made in a sunny 
southern head office. Pret¬ 
ty much all year in Nova 
Scotia you might need 
gloves, especially biking 
because of wind and cool 
and variable temperatures. 

I also learned I can get 


blown off my bike by 90- 
kilometre winds. So for 
those few hurricane days I 
leave my metal horse at 
home. 

Make sure your bike is 
the right size for you, you 
have the right seat height 
(or you can hurt your 
knees and lose power), and 
you regularly check the 
brakes, air pressure in 
your tires, and chain. Yes 
you do need to lubricate 
the chain often if you are 
biking a lot. Just like a car, 
there is also optimal bike 


tire pressure. 

There are rules for the 
road for bikes including 
hand signals and bike safe¬ 
ty features. In early June, 
HRM will hold Bike Week.

Canada, Quebec rift remains: Duceppe 


Two decades after the death 
of the Meech Lake accord, 
Quebec sovereigntists say a 
deep rift remains between 
the province and the rest of 
Canada. 

The possibihty of reforms 
to Canadian federalism is 
simply an illusion for Que¬ 
becers, Bloc Quebecois 
Leader Gilles Duceppe told 
a party meeting Saturday. 

“Canadians have moved 
on to other things,” he said. 
“They build their country as 
they see fit, that’s all. 
They’re no longer open to 
satisfying the ambitions of 
Quebecers. Federalism is a 
dead end for Quebec.” 

He said a recent poll pub¬ 
lished by a sovereigntist or¬ 
ganization only served to 


confirm what he witnessed 
during his cross Canada trip 
last month — that very few 
people outside Quebec are 
willing to re-open the con¬ 
stitutional debate. 

The poll suggested that 
while 82 per cent of Quebe¬ 
cers favoured a new round 
of constitutional talks de¬ 
signed to get Quebec’s sig¬ 
nature on the Constitution, 
only 39 per cent of other 
Canadians felt the same 
way. 

It also indicated only 17 
per cent of Canadians out¬ 
side Quebec thought the 
Constitution should recog¬ 
nize the province as a na¬ 
tion. Some 73 per cent of 
Quebecers polled agreed 
with the statement. 


Pierre Drouilly, who 
helped author the poll, said 
Canadians believe many of 
these concerns can be re¬ 
solved — but they aren’t 
willing to re-open the de¬ 
bate. 

“They don’t want to talk 
about it,” he said. 

The poll, commissioned 
by the Bloc and a sovereign¬ 
tist association, has a mar¬ 
gin of error of three per¬ 
centage points, 19 times out 
of 20. One-thousand Quebe¬ 
cers and 1,000 other Cana¬ 
dians were surveyed. 

Duceppe said talk of the 
Constitution “often solicit¬ 
ed a shrug of the shoulders” 
when he mentioned it dur¬ 
ing his recent Canadian 
tour. 


His words were echoed by 
Philip Resnick, a University 
of British Columbia profes¬ 
sor who participated in Sat¬ 
urday’s meeting. 

He said Canadians have 
swept constitutional talks 
under the rug, even while it 
remains a bone of con¬ 
tention with some Quebe¬ 
cers. 

This year marks a num¬ 
ber of significant anniver¬ 
saries for the sovereignty 
movement, from the Meech 
Lake anniversary and the 
subsequent election of 
Duceppe, to the 30th an¬ 
niversary of the 1980 sover¬ 
eignty referendum and the 
15th of the failed 1995 ref¬ 
erendum.

Job growth up in April 


Jobs opened up across 
Canada in April, with the 
biggest monthly gain 
since 2002 as employment 
jumped by 109,000. 

The gain continues a 
strong trend, but with one 
difference: Since July 2009, 
most new jobs have been 
full-time. But in April, near¬ 
ly 60 per cent of the new 
jobs were part-time. 

“A veritable jobs gusher,” 
enthused Stewart Hall, 
economist with HSBC Secu¬ 
rities (Canada). 

But he tempered his view 
by noting that the jobs are 
mostly in the service sector. 

“In that the goods sector 
led the economy down the 
path to recession, it is a lit¬ 
tle disappointing that the 
goods sector failed to really 
participate in the jobs re¬ 
covery,” he noted. 

Because more Canadians 
went looking for work in 
April, the national unem- 


Jumps 

• Ontario recorded the 
biggest jump in employ¬ 
ment, at 41,000. But the un¬ 
employment rate remained 
stuck at 8.8 per cent in the 
province, as more people 
entered the workforce. The 
Royal Bank of Canada said 
in a note that the job num¬ 
bers show continued mo¬ 
mentum in the Canadian 
economy. 

ployment rate dropped only 
one-tenth of a point to 8.1 
per cent. 

Erin Weir, economist 
with the United Steelwork¬ 
ers, cautioned that the big 
jump in the overall num¬ 
ber masks the fact that 
many of the new jobs are 
relatively low-pa 5 dng. 

In 2009, Canada’s aver¬ 
age hourly wage was 
$20.44, he noted. The new 


jobs are overwhelmingly 
in service industries that 
pay lower wages, in the 
$14 to $19 an hour range. 

All the job gains were in 
the private sector, accord¬ 
ing to Statistics Canada, 
which released the April 
figures Friday. And two- 
thirds of the new jobs 
went to adult men. 

“We look for the unem- 
plo 5 mient rate to slowly de¬ 
cline over 2010 as a sus¬ 
tained pickup in economic 
growth boosts employ¬ 
ment and at the same 
time, workers, who be¬ 
came discouraged during 
the economic slowdown, 
return to the labour force,” 
the Royal Bank of Canada 
said. 

It expects that when 
measurements have been 
tabulated, the economy 
will have grown by 5.5 per 
cent in the first quarter.

Apple's iPad to hit 
Canada May 28 


TECH The iPad will go on 
sale in Canada on May 28. 

Apple Inc. said Friday 
that Canada and eight oth¬ 
er countries — including 
the U.K. and Germany — 
will get the iPad at the end 
of the month, with pre-or¬ 
ders starting today. 

The Wi-Fi only version 
will sell for $549 (16 gig), 
$649 (32 gig) and $749 (64 
gig). Those that can con¬ 
nect to both Wi-Fi and 3G 
networks will retail for 
$679, $779 and $879. 

Rogers is expected to 
host the 3G network that 
iPad works on, but that is 
not yet official. 

Bell Mobility’s network 
will also support the iPad, 
said spokeswoman Julie 
Smithers. Bell hasn’t an¬ 
nounced pricing yet. 

Initially, the current tech 
crush was due in Canada in 
late April. Apple said that 
brisk U.S. sales siphoned 
off the supply, leaving 
Canadians dangling for an

Hollywood taps into audience's familiarity 


It's hardly a mystery why 
Hollywood studios keep 
putting out remakes and 
sequels — they make 
money. But why do we as 
an audience eat it up so 
readily? 

“If the cake tasted good 
the first time, why not eat 
it again?” Professor of film 
studies Christopher Shar- 
rett of Seton Hall University 
asks. 

Holl 5 ^ood, Sharrett says, 
is basically owned by six 
different corporations and 
as a result, “they treat cine¬ 
ma as one more commodi¬ 
ty and they look to see 
what’s been pa 5 dng off late¬ 
ly and might lend itself to 
3-D remakes.” 

What’s been paying off 
seems almost exclusively to 


be stories that are already 
ingrained in popular cul¬ 
ture. 

“In the ‘90s they made a 
Beverly Hillbillies movie 
and a Coneheads movie 
and those were from late 
‘60s early ‘70s television,” 
says Dave White, movie 
critic at movies.com. “As 
you find what people are 
nostalgic for, what people 
reference, somebody at a 
studio says ‘hmmm.’” 

That comfortable famil¬ 
iarity guarantees a stress- 
free movie-going experi¬ 
ence — perfect when eveiy- 
one is in the summer vaca¬ 
tion mindset. Since we 
want to see everything 
we’ve seen before, it’s no 
surprise that pop culture of 
the ‘80s has played a major 


role in this summer’s block¬ 
buster offerings — like The 
Karate Kid remake. 

“I think what’s interest¬ 
ing about the ‘80s is you 
had a lot of iconic charac¬ 
ters who were born then, 
like Indiana Jones and Fred¬ 
dy Krueger, and I don’t 
think movies in recent 
years have had that,” says 
Kirthana Ramisetti, manag¬ 
ing editor of predicto.com. 
“It’s just easier than tiying 
to come up with a new 
monster for them to just 
take Freddy Krueger and 
use some CGI.” 

This doesn’t mean film¬ 
makers have it easy. “I’ll 
have to admit that when I 
was approached to do this, 
I was terrified,” says

Another telethon is 
planned for May 16 with 
Brad Paisley, Dierks Bent¬ 
ley, and Lady Antebellum, 
among other guests. 

Tim McGraw and Faith 
Hill are also organizing a 
benefit to be held next 
month. 

Meanwhile, Jack White 
and his staff at Third Man 
Records are also lending a 
hand to Nashville’s flood 
victims. 

White told The Associat¬ 
ed Press that profits from 
Saturday’s sales at his 
downtown record store 
will go to flood relief 

White, a member of The 
White Stripes and The 
Dead Weather, and a resi¬ 
dent of nearby Franklin, 
and employees of Third 
Man will join Hands On 
Nashville today to aid in 
the cleanup. 

At least 31 people were 
killed in three states, in¬ 
cluding 20 in Tennessee, 
when storms dropped 
record amounts of rain.

1 Preheat oven to 350°F. 
Lightly coat 13 x 9-inch 
baking dish and large non¬ 
stick skillet with nonstick 
cooking spray.
